Fo liowing ty memorandum to you on the above subject 
dated Jamuary 18, there have been further high-level dis- 
cussions of procedures for registration with the United 
Bations of space craft suscesefully Lamched ia 
trajectories iato solar orbits er placed in sustained 
orbit around the earth. Recognizing the impertance of ea- 
tablishing a form of registration by the United States 
which could be uniformly applied to launches by both NASA 
and the Defense Department, the attached format has been 
developed and checked out with the khite House. 


Unless additional problems appear, I have asked 
Mr. Packard of this office to work out with your staffs 
the initial U.S. registration report and remaining details 
of registration procedure. The U.K. Secretary General has 
formally nofified our Fission to the Uniteda Nations that he 
is prepared to receive infornation pursuant to the Resolution, 
and, accordingly, we would like to submit an {nitial report 
as soon as possible providing information on all U.S. satel~ 
lites now in orbit. “e plan in connection with our regis- 
trations to make the ncint that the vaiue of a public U.N.
